Jn the four-horae 
nails the rate of travelling varies from eight miles m ten miles r.\e turlongs per 
iiout. There is one exception, live Devoiiport and Falniouth '*hicu goes 

aniy seven inilet two fbrmngs Mr hour. The average is probably alvoui nine 
miles two furlongs per hour. They all curry four inside iiassengers, uiid eiiner 
three or four outside, except one whicH carries six outside, and two wnicli carry 
eight, in the two-horse mails, the rate varies from six miles to nine miles two 
furlongs, and will probably average about seven m:les six fuiwgi»- *he pas¬ 
sengers are almost invariably four inside and four oulsiik. The average sp^ 
travelled by boih classes is eight miles seven, furlongs. The average inileage for 
four-horse mails is 1 7-8d per mile, for i wo-lwrse ditto, Ijd. The VRie of the Lon¬ 
don and Holyhead mail is ten miles one furlong per liour; of the London ai 
Eiliiiburgh nine inih-s six furlongs. The dilVerencc ot three furlongs jver hour is 
cpial to l-dtkh part of the time."
